helrs are now secking @ to scll the
thurch I satistaction of the debt on the lot
The pleadings of the case are A mixed up
affiir, with a seemingly endless number of
defendants, of which the entire board of
trustees 18 named. The Cathedral Chapter
of the diovese of Nebriska appeird In the
litigetion, and for jts scparite answer alieges
that the board of trustecs who executod the
contracy soed on kn the case under the terms
of whieh they purchased this lot  had no
authority to do so, and thut it was done wilh-
out thelr knowledge or consent of Lhe
chapter and elalm that, while the chapter
relitgquishes all clalm in the lot, the plain-
LT lins no right whatever to foreclose on the
church bullding, and asks for a4 reasogable
amontit of time In which to remove the
churel to another location.  The plaintifis
muko an allegation in which they nssert
that, smong several othier defendants, Louise
P. Masher (wife of Chartes W. Mosher) Is
made a party to the controversy for the sim-
ple reason that she may be barred frem gl
Interests Ih the attempied foreclusure, and
allege that she s entitied to none.  Mrs
Moshor answers this potition and elnims that
the sild Henry Mansficld was her father, and
that slho has an Interest In the lot In contro-
vorsy, and that she is ontitled to a share of
the proceeds of the foreclosure saale. In the
meantiime the members of the church are
watehing the mixed up controversy, patiently
wilting to se¢ whether thelr church wlll be
sacriftoed or not.

How They Are Made nnd of Whnt
Materinl They Are Composed,
“Where do false testh come from?" sald a
well known bone Importer, echeing a ques-
tlon that a Philadeiphia Times wan liad put
to him., “Wouldn't you like to know? Most
people, T Imagine, think that all false teeth
are made from ivory. That Is quite o mis-
taken Jdea, as the majority of [alge teeth are
now made from anything but Ivory. We
lmport large quantities of walrus' tusks
for no other purpose than that they may be
made into fnlee tecth. You go ihto some big
dental establishment where teeth are mad
and you will doubtless find the remaina of
walrus' tusks lylng around, and, indeed, n
highly polished tooth made from a walrus
tusk Is just as handsome, although not so

lasting, as an Ivory one.

“A dentist once came to me for an el-
ephant's tusk, from which a good set of per-
manent  teeth might be muade for a
wealthy elient of his. He was to spare no
expense, 1 found him a tusk, which, being
an espgolally good one, 1 sold for $1250
pound, the usual price belng from $2.60 to
$2.60 per pound. 1 afterward
the dentist made $500 out of
tecth,

“Of rcourse, It would he [mpossible for
dentista to sell testh so cheaply as they
do now if the teeth were all made from el-
ephant's tuska. As a matter of faet, so
muny people are now wearing false testh
that T doubt [ the lvory suitable for this
purpose would ever be found, I am told a
goodl many falzo tecth are now being made
from vegetable {vory, ivorine, ete. II so,
the price of teeth must naturally zo down.
and in time the toothless one will probably
b able to replenleh his mouth for an ab-
surdly low sum. A set of teeth for $1.25.*

Discovery of a HBavied City In Dis-
tant Torkestan,

In Turkestan, on the right bank of the
Anoou Diara, In a chaln of rock hills, near
the Bokharan town of Kark), are a number
of large caves which, upon examination, were
found to Jegd to an underground city, buillt
ppparently long befors the Christisn era,
According to cffigi Inseriptions and de-
signs wpon the gold and silver money un-
earthed from among the ruins, the existence
of the town dates bhack to some two cen-
turles before the birth of Christ,

The underground Pokharan clty is about
two versts long and s composed of an enor-
mous labyrinth of corrifors, strécte and
bulldings two or three stories high, The
edifices contain il kinds of domestic utensils,
pots, uros, vases aid & forth. In some of
the streets falls of earth and rock hive ob-
structed the passages, bul geterally tho vis-
Hor can walk about freely without lowering
his head.

Allowed o Drng=Penaltiens
Auninst Contrnetors Shonlid
He Enforeed,

WASHINCTON, Sapt. 8—"Yoe " d Sie«
rotary Herbert today, "It I8 true
have given ordors that work on
under constructlon for the navy shall  be
expedited, The order embraces not only the
work on the navy yard ships, but also the
wark on vessels belng  built under
tract.  All have been urged to Inereased dil-
gencen' Continuing the svcretary eadd:
“The ships bullding in the navy yards have
hoen lagging for years, For a long time
the delay was for want of armor, bu: armor
Is now being furoished  promptly. The
Toexas and Malne, the former of which has Just
been put In eommingion, anit the latter, which
will be In n few davs, realiy ought to have
berm  in manths ago. Officials ae
the navy yards npaturally desire to kepp o
regular fores steadily employed and th
position Is to take workmen from the
thut are bullding and do ropalr work with
them, putting them back whes the repalr
work ls completed, Not only have the Texan
and Maine been delayed Ly this practice,
but also the monitors, the Terror, the
Monadnook  und  the Duritan. All  these
ships ought to now be in commission and 1
have ordered thaf they be pushed to com-
pletion,  Precigely the same reasons which
hiave operated to delay the bullding of ships
at the navy yards naturally luflusnoes con-
tractors, They dare sometimes tempted o
neglect government work and use part of
the foree on the government ehips to do
outside work as It comis in.'

The secretnry deprecntes the practice which
corgress hos fallen ibnto of relleving ship
hutlders of penalties Ineurred.  ““The con-
tracts," sald he, “all provide penalties for
fallure to complete work on time. Penalties
for delay have frequently been limposed uphn
controctors by the Navy deparlment, but
unifortunately congress hing In almost every
Instance when it was asked relleved them of
thess penalties, The effect of smuch acts s
necessarily demoralizing. It is to be hoped
that penalties Incurred in the future for de-
lay will be allowed to stand.”

In conclusion Mr. Herbert said: *“There ls
reilly nothing abuut ship building that now
renders it diffienlt In the United States. No
good reasons can be given why such ships
authorized by compgress should not be com-
pleted with reagsonable dispateh, and 1 am
stmply Insisting op prompt complianes with
contruet ohligations, We have alrendy shown
that we can bulld ships sund guns oqual to
any In the world, and I hope our ship bulld-
ers, who are now looking for contracts
abrond, will demonstrate to the world that a
ship ean be bullt, not only as well, but as
rapldly in the United States ns apywhere in
thoe warld.*
